Many Changes In Light 

Department Accepted 

By Council 

A number of recommendations 
made concerning the electric 

light department, in a report 

prepared by C. C. Rachar, town 
electrical engineer, and pre- 
sented by Mr. Rachar and Coun- 
cillor W. W. Osborne, were 
accepted by the town council on 
Monday evening. 

Several recommendations were 
not accepted or were put over for 
further consideration. 

A recommendation was accept- 
ed for the purchase of 12 demand 
meters at a cost of $40 each for 
commercial users who ask for 
them. The user will pay $1 a 
month rent for the demand 
meters. As the meters to be re- 
placed are worth $15, net cost 
will be $25. 

"Are they paying enough for 
them?" asked Deputy-Reeve 
Joseph Vale. 

"Yes, it is standard practice in 
Hydro municipalities," said Mr. 
Rachar. 

Another item accepted was 
that a three-phase demand meter 
be purchased for a local bakery 
at a cost of $138, the bakery to 
pay a rental of $3 a month. 

"They are paying too much, 
four cents a kilowatt hour," said 
Mr. Rachar. 
. "And they are the kind of 
customers we want, using power 
at night," said Councillor W. W. 
Osborne. 

Another point accepted was' 
that service boxes be sealed, not 
to be opened without the per- 
mission of the water and light 
department. 

"At the present time anyone 
can take power out of the ser- 
vice boxes without it going 
through the meter and no one is 
the wiser," said Mr. Rachar. 

"Do I have to wait if a fuse 
goes out until someone comes to 
fix it?" asked Councillor A. V. 
Higginson. 

"No, there are two boxes," said 
Dr. Boyd. "It's just the first 
box." 

When tenants move out of a 
house, the service will be dis- 
continued and sealed, as a check- 
up on arrears accumulating 
against the landlord. 

The council refused to make a 
flat service charge for commer- 
cial users outside the town in- 
stead of the present 150 per cent 
rate. 

The council agreed that the 
minimum commercial charge of 
$1 should be observed as re- 
quired by the by-law, rather 
than 50 cents, as has been the 
practice. 

The tennis club pays to the 
town $6.87 for electricity in re- 
turn for a town investment in 
transformers and equipment of 
$1,000, Mr. Rachar reported. The 
bowling club pays $10.29 for a 
town investment of $1,000. 

"They have got to pay more," 
said Deputy-Reeve Joseph Vale. 

•That's got to be changed." 
said Reeve Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"They can pay more," said Dr. 
Boyd. 

York county hospital will be 
given better service by moving 
the transformer closer to the 
service and using heavier wire. 
They will be charged the com- 
mercial rate instead of the dom- 
estic, the increase amounting to 
from half a cent to nine-tenths 
of a cent.

CANADA IX THE COMMONWEALTH 

Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie King is being 
criticized for his alleged attempt to keep Canada 
out of any wars in which Britain may become 
involved- It is said that Mr. King "is toying with 
the idea that it is possible for Canada to remain 
neutral in a war in which the commonwealth is 
involved." Mr. King is mistaken, we are told. 
".When the commonwealth is at war, Canada is 
at war," Cheers for Mr. King, say we. As a 
matter of fact we doubt if Mr. King would make 
much of an attempt to keep Canada out of any 
war in which Britain is involved, but if he would, 
we believe that he would have the support of a 
majority of Canadians, outside of the ultra-loyal 
city of Toronto. 

Equal In Status? 

If the prime minister cf Britain may declare 
war for the people of Canada, we haven't pro- 
gressed greatly since 1914. The imperial confer- 
ence declaration of 1926, when the name "British 
Commonwealth of Nations" was coined, to the 
effect that Britain and the dominions are freely 
associated as autonomous nations, "equal in 
status, in no way subordinate one to the other" 
(or words to that effect), doesn't mean much if 
one of these autonomous nations can commit all 
the others to war. If Mr. King permits Canada 
to become a base for British military operations, 
he is, as is generally pointed out, committing 
Canada to any war in which Britain may become 
involved. If the people of Britain have commercial 
interests for whose protection they are prepared 
to go to war, or if they wish to go to the assistance 
of a friendly or weaker nation, that is their 
privilege. But Canada is a new country", peopled 
largely by British and French people, but also by 
people from practically every European country, 
and surely it is our privilege to stay out of 
Europe's civil wars if a majority of our people so 
desire.

Some Interesting Figures 

We are able to give you some interesting 
figures, from which you may form an opinion as 
to what extent these "increasing sales" arc con- 
tributing to the economic welfare of the province. 
In Ontario in 1933 the consumption of hard liquor 
was 824,170 gallons and of beer 7,491,060 gallons. 
In 1^37 it had increased to 1,394,471 gallons of 
hard liquor and 23,317,146 gallons of beer. Those 
figures won't take into account any home-brew, 
or moonshine or anything brought into the prov- 
ince illegally. These figures arc amazing, and 
they show not only that beer consumption in* 
creased 200 per cent but that hard liquor con- 
sumption increased foughly 70 per cent at the 
same time. Nevertheless, we arc repeatedly told 
ilhal an increased consumption of beer means a 
^decreased consumption of hard liquor. The fact 
-scivns to be that beer-drinking is a school for hard 
Viquor drinking. 

Banner Province 

Now to what extent are we wasting our sub- 
stance in riotous living? How much did we 
spend in 1937 for liquor? Tin? people of Ontario 
spent $74,000-000, compared to an expenditure of 
$40,702,000 by the people of the province of 
Quebec. Wc always thought that the French- 
Canadians were the heer-drinkers, but actually a 
large part of that province is dry under local 
•option and a substantial part of the drinking is 
<fo»e in Montreal. The total spent by the people 
of the nine provinces was $105,000,000 (eslimatod), 
something over twice the amount spent by the 
people of Ontario. 

Revenue From Liquor 

Now to what extent do we get this money back 
■as taxes? The balance may be said to be spent 
on non-productive effort, for liquor has no real 
value, or may be said to have been squandered or 
wasted. The Ontario government got $0,455,000 
in taxes lait year as its share of the drink bill, 
and the dominion gox'crnment got $22,000,000.

FARM PRICES 

Heports indicate that the farmer will have 
something to* complain about this year. Crops are 
apparently so abundant throughout Canada and 
the United States that prices arc likely to be 
poor. Some formers will do o lot more work, 
harvesting a bigger crop, for the same money they 
received harvesting a smaller crop. Many far- 
mers, however, will be getting a crop this year 
who got nothing last year, and the public will bo 
getting the benefit of the plentiful harvest. If it 
all worked out right, lower food prices would 
mean lower wages to factory workers and lower 
• dividends to shareholders and lower wages and 
dividends would mean lower prices for implements 



the twenty thousand dollar co-operative service 
station at Waukegan which with half a dozen 
stores, a dairy, and bakery represents the enter- 
prise of the Finns in that city. 

We found the farm bureau housed in a fine 
three-storey building beside the train tracks. 
Behind stood three great tanks for gasoline, and 
in front stood the familiar farm bureau gasoline 
pump. In the office we v/ere met by the young 
manager who very graciously escorted us through 
the building. On the main floor was the usual 
stock of feeds and other farm supplies. Apparent- 
ly gasoline and feed represent the greater part 
of the business, Among the bran sacks the 
manager facet! the barrage of questions to which 
we have subjected hundreds of people during the 
past few weeks. He verified our previous infor- 
mation that tens of thousands of Illinois farmers 
pay an annual membership of fifteen dollars to 
their farm bureau. Many of them get the greater 
part of this back through the decrease in insur- 
ance costs by patronizing their own company. 

Some of the money goes for legislative work. 
So successful has this been that in Illinois, us in 
Indiana, it is impossible to get a bill through the 
state legislature without the support of the farm 
bureau. For good or for ill leaders of farm 
organizations have become the "bosses" of their 
states. And it must take some strength in Illinois 
agriculture to be matched successfully against the 
pressure groups of big business ami of labor in 
the city of Chicago. 

But when we went upstairs we found where n 
lot more of the money goes. There was the office 
of the county agent in the building of the farm 
bureau. The man who does work similar to that 
of our county agricultural representative receives 
half his pay from the farmers' co-operative 
organization. 

Advantages and disadvantages of this system 
are apparent. Farmers who know they are pay- 
ing for something to the tune of fifteen dollars a 
year are more likely to appreciate it than if the 
service is sponsored by some far-off government 
There is a strong organization of farmers which 
can be used by the agent as a medium for local 
action. Out if the farm bureau should weaken, 
the work of agricultural education might stop. 
And there must be problems in reaching those 
farmers who do not support or who even opi>oso 
the bureau. Then, the very close relation of the 
bureau with the state government may prevent 
that freedom of thought and general progressive 
action which should be the responsibility of an 
organized agriculture. 

The third floor has now been pressed into use 
for the office work required by the county 
administration of the Agricultural Adjustment 
act and the Soils Conservation net. Under these 
measures farmers arc entering a new regime of 
planning by which they aim to conserve resources 
and maintain satisfactory prices. Hut that Is ft 
long story.

FARMERS ADVISED TO 

LOOK FOR SAW-FLY 

When looking over a number 
of fields of fnll wheat for dam- 
age by the Hessian Fly, W. M. 
Cockburn, county agricultural 
representative, has discovered a 
considerable infestation of wheat 
stem saw-fly, a pest which has 
been somewhat troublesome in 
western Canada. A count lias 
revealed from one per cent to 
three per cent and in one case 
four per cent of the stalks cut 
off just at the ground. Fortun- 
ately the heads are fairly well 
filled. 

The adult fly deposits an egg 
right inside of the straw at the 
top node or joint and when the 
grub or larva hatches, it works 
down, tunnelling through the 
joints, leaving the straw par- 
tially filled with fine sawdust- 
like castings. 

When about one half inch to 
an inch from the ground, the 
larva, a white grub or maggot 
one-half inch long with a brown 
head, eats off the straw in a 
clear-cut circle, sometimes leav- 
ing a few fibres. The straw 
breaks off fairly readily but by 
this time the grub has tunnelled 
down into the short remaining 
piece of straw or stubble to

The plant which he maintains 
is considered a model nnd, with 
fcvery year having seen many 
improvements, the business _ of 
the firm is an enviable one and 
grows with each year, despite 
national economic disturbances. 

The fame of the Barry com- 
pany, particularly for its fini* 
work in cleaning white garments, 
fancy dresses, furs and rugs, has 
spread outside Sault Ste. Marie 
until work now is obtained from 
Mackinac Island, St. fgnace, 
Newberry and virtually all other 
places in Chippewa, Mackinac 
and Luce counties.

The following statement with 
regard . to the army worm out- 
break is issued by W. M. Cock- j 
burn, agricultural representative, 
Newmarket. 

During the last week there 
has been a widespread outbreak 
of the army worm in most 
counties of the province, but 
more severe in some than in 
others. This insect is like an 
ordinary cutworm. The color is 
green to brown or nearly black, 
with longitudinal stripes along 
the back and sides. When full- 
grown it is nearly two inches 
long. Most of the damage has 
been done to grasses, barley. 
oats ami corn. Alfalfa, sweet 
clover, red clover, peas, beans, 
potatoes, tomatoes and most 
Other crops have not been attack- 
ed. When barley or oats are 
attacked the damage is caused 
by the leaves and bonds being 
eaten off. 

The worms usually come from 
grass, Ihoir favorite breeding- 
place. Prom this they often 
move in largo numbers to nearby 
corn or grain. In many rases, 
however, they actually have bred 
in the grain itself, the eggs 
being laid on I he loaves. Hence 
grain may be attacked without 
any invasion from ihe surround- 
ings. Kvory farmer should at 
once walk through bis barley, 
oats and corn In the evening to 
see if it is being injured by litis 
pest, and should do Ihis dally 
until all danger is past. 

Control 

Poison bait iii most cases is 
very effective, but sometimes 
must be supplemented by a 
trench or furrow. Formula for 
the poison halt is: bran, 25 lbs.; 
Paris green, I lb.; cheap molasses, 
tt gal; water enough to moisten 
the bait without milking it 
sloppy, about 2''* gals. 

Mix the bran nnd parte green 
dry, thoroughly, until the green 
can bo seen everywhere through 
the bran. This can he done most 
easily on a concrete or tight 
board floor by shovelling it over 
Just as in mixing concrete. Do 
not mix with the hands and do 
not inhale the parls green dust. 
Next level the surface of the pile, 
ft rid Ihe water and molasses 
thoroughly mixed and shovel 
again until the mixture is well 
moistened, but will fall through 
the fingers like damp sawdust. 

This poison bait should bo 
applied after 6 p.m. and should | 
be scattered by hand. In corn 
broadcast it over the ground Just 
as one would broadcast grain. 
The above amount should be 
sufficient to cover IH acres, but 
only one acre in a very heavy 
Infestation. Barley and oats may 
bo treated in the same way, but 
if ihe grain is very thick or 
fallen, the bait must bo thrown 
forcibly into the crop to reach 
the ground, and in such cases

may be needed. The lodged 
parts will usually require most 
bait. 

Do not treat any grain field 
unless noticeable damage is 
really being done. 

To prevent the worms moving 
from an infested field to an un- 
Infested, scattering the bait for a 
few yards ahead of them may be | 
sufficient, but if they are very 
numerous this will have to bo 
supplemented by making a 
trench or dcop furrow. In sandy 
land this can usually be dono 
with "a ' plough, leaving the 
straight side of the clean-cut fur- 
row towards the crop to bo pro- 
tected. Two furrows about a 
yard apart are better than a 
single one.. In clay land the 
furrow must be deepened to a 
trench 12 inches or more In 
depth, with the straight wall to- 
wards the threatened crop cut 
clean or, better, even cut under. 
In both cases poisoned bait 
should be thrown Into the furrow 
or trench. Post-holes at inter- 
vals may have to be dug in cither 
the furrow or trench. 

Watch particularly for worms 
in .lodged grain.

We admire our politicians, 
especially the big fellows, for 
some things . . . more particu- 
larly for the way in which they 
beat about the bush. Sometimes 
the bush becomes so thoroughly 
beaten that it disappears— leav- 
ing only the beaters, a little dis- 
hevelled, breathing heavily, but 
still on the job. 

Bennett ar.d King— to use the 
alphabetical order of precedence 
— have handled an unusually 
neat bit of bush beating recently. 
Or so it seems to these casual 

eyes. 

Bennett started it. "Britain 
wanted to establish an air train- 
ing camp here and you told them 
they couldn't" he stated in 
effect, to his sparring partner, 

the prime minister. 

"You're wrong." said King — 
also in effect — reaching for his 
bush beater, "Britain can train 
its men here. I just said Canada 
should own the camp, not Bri- 
tain." 

And right there, under the be- 
fogged eyes of the press gallery, 

Bennett and King planted the 
bush while the beaters chose up 
side=. For some who may not be 
able to see the bush for the beat- 
ing, we would like to point out 
what we believe to be the facts 
affecting, and affected by, the 
issue: 

Fact 1: Chances for a European 
war were never better. Fact 2: 
Britain's chances for becoming 
entangled in a European war are 
dangerously good. Fact 3; If 
Britain trains part of her air 
corps here, Canada's chances of 
beine in the next European war 
are the same as Britain's. 

Why? Because no belligerent 
country* would respect our claim 
to neutrality if Britain were 
training war units here. We'd be 
in the war automatically, with- 
out having a chance to make up 
our minds . . . they would be 
made ud for us. 

Which is probably what Bri- 
tain wants . . . and evidently 
what Bennett and his supporters 
want. We don't blame Britain 
. . . Preparing for war, she 
naturally seeks what help she 
can. But we do blame Bennett 
... he is supposed to be a Can- 
adian, engaged in the service of 
Canada to look after Canada's 
interests. 

We look with more favor on 
King. His proposal would mean 
that the training camp was Can- 
adian, not British. The camp 
could be regulated by Canadians 
for Canada's good . . . which 
does not necessarily mean en- 
tanglement in a European war. 

As we see it, one who proposes 
to support Bennett, proposes that 
Canada uo to war automatically 
when Britain does so, without re- 
gard for the pros and cons of the 
issue. A King supporter, on the 
ether hand, hopes to have some 
say in whether Canada goes to 
war or not. 

Of course that is not the issue 
that will he presented to Cana- 
dians in the next dominion 
election. No political leader 
would go to the country on so 
definite and so clear cut an 
issue— it would leave no oppor- 
tunity for bush heating. We will 
uo to the polls on invisible 
license plates, training camps, 
Oshawn strikes, or the C.N.R., but 
never on anything so fundamen- 
tal as the question of whether to 
fight or not to fight. 

To those who would accuse us 
of a one-man pre-election cam- 
paign we offer a shake of the 
head and n wag of the finger. 
We have voted both Conserva- 
tive and Liberal fn the past . . . 
picking up the man in cither 
camp who seemed most intelli- 
gent and sincere. 

No matter who heals the bush 
most soundly, we will vote for 
the man and the party who can 
assure us that Canada is not now 
being condemned in advance to 
participation in a European war. 
Canada should be consulted, we 
think, before she again becomes 
accessory to mass-murder. 

GO TO CHURCH 

We were ready to cheer with 
the rest on Tuesday afternoon of 
last week when W. J. Stewart 
C. B. E-, told his crowd of 
assembled listeners to "go to 
church." Protestants need worry 
little about any other church, if 
their own is filled. 

The converse is also true: 
Protestants have little right to 
criticize other churches if they 
arc themselves unwilling to sup- 
port their own. All of us are too 
prone to belittle the efforts of 
those more energetic than our- 
selves. 

Just to salve our conscience, 
we went to church ourselves last 
Sunday. It was fine ... but it 
wasn't crowded.
